A few day s ago, the United States inkled its 
readiness to take a new tack with the Chinese 
People's Republic. Vice President Humphrey 
said in a scheduled address that the United 
States should take 
every opportunity to show 
our friendship for the Chinese people.” 
President Johnson previously had made 
a con­ 
ciliatory gesture of permitting U.S. scholars to 
visit Red China. The .Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee had heard testimony from scholars 
that this country needed to understand China 
better 


¡Sen. Fulbright of Arkansas, chairman of the 
committee, had proposed increasing reliance on 
scholars who know something about Asia, to off­ 
set 
the pervading ignorance of non-scholars 
who know nothing about that part of the world 
and care less. 


Was the Chinese reaction to all these concilia­ 
tory gestures friendly ? Was it enthusiastic? Did 
Peking show signs of relief about 
a possible 
reprieve? 


Quite the opposite. The only evidence that the 
gestures had been noted was the curt dismissal 
by a Communist party newspaper of Vice Presi­ 
dent Humphrey 's offer of friendship as a "kiss 
of Judas." 


The door hasn’t been slammed shut. 
But 
again it is evident thaf Asiatics are not waiting 
nervously for the United States to let them off 
the hook. There is sound reason to think Asiat­ 
ic- believe they have the United States on 'die 
hook and that they . not the Americans, hold 
the initiative

Red China's 
Goal 


Judging by recent utterances in Congress 
and elsewhere, one gets the impression that 
the 
United States government should advocate 
the 
admission of Red China into the United 
Nations as a means of "talk­ 
ing" 
to 
the 
government at 
Peking. Yet die truth is that 
the 
United States 
has 
for 
e l e v e n 
consecutive 
y ears 
been talking regularly to the 
Chinese 
government 
through 
diplomatic 
channels, 
e v e n 
though formal recognition has 
never been extended 
There have been 
no les* 
Dfivia i.aur*in r than 128 meetings since 1955 
between an ambassador of the United States 
and an ambassador of the Peking government 
This is about as formal a means of communi 
cation as is possible in diplomacy . Every word 
that the United States representatives say is 
transmitted 
to the Peking government, and 
every word that the high officials of Red Ch; 
na have to say is communicated to the Amer 
ican governnn !. This very w» vk. the Amen 
can ambassau r to Poland John A. Gronouski, 
is conferring with the Red Chinese ambassa 
dor to Warsaw, who i- an important member 
of the foreign office of the Peking government. 
The talks originally took place at Geneva 
after the historic conference in 1954 on Indo 
china, but were transferred in 1958 to Warsaw 
T ie am bassadors usually read to each other 
communications from their respective govern 
ments, and then discuss them

While the conversations are secret, intimations 
have been given from time to time as to what 
tlie talks have been about. 
At first, the conversations were confined to 
proglems of getting American prisoners out 
of China and the return to China of Chinese 
students and scientists in this country . 
T ie involvement of the United States in Viet 
Nam has broadened the scope of the talks 
Twice in 1965 the Unitcsi States warned Red 
China against extended intervention in that war 
At the sam e meetings, the United States ex­ 
pressed its views and opposition to a possible 
intervention by the Red Chinese in the India 
PakiMan War 


Recently 
the 
American 
government 
has 
brought up the matter of increasing the man 
her and ty pe* of Americans who are permitted 
to travel in China and has offered *o allow 
Chinese 
newspapermen 
to enter the United 
States without restriction. 
Unfortunately , the Peking government say s it 
will not admit American news correspondents 
into China until the q uestion of Formosa has 
been settled. 


IT’S KNOWN that the American ambass idor 
raised the q uestion of nuclear tests when the 
first Chinese explosion of a nuclear device wa- 
reporfed. but the details of the discussion have 
never been revealed. 


So. for all practical purposes, there is dip­ 
lomatic contact between the United States gov­ 
ernment and the Red Chinese government. In 
fact, it’s said in diplomatic circles that the 
United States has much better contact wi’h 
Peking than does any of the other non-Com- 
munist governments in the world, even though 
some of them have ambassadors in Poking. The 
latter rarely see top Chinese officials. 
Despite the existence of a sy stem of direct 
communication with the Peking government, 
there is constant reference to the need for 
"talks 
with Red China. This is a smoke screen 
for an attempt to develop a program that would 
appease Red China, though few of the pro­ 
ponents admit any such intention.
